Married Students Seek Aid 

Mrs. Hare pointed out that many 
more men than women applied at 
the rooms registry because most 
of the undergraduate girls lived in 
the college residence, Royal Vic- 
toria College. 

Quite a few married students 
came lo ask the aid of the registry 
in finding them accommodation. 
One young couple, with their wed- 
ding date in the near future, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Frank Shaver, Wo- 
men Associates representative, 
Wanted the registry to gel them a 
loom so they could definitely fix 
their wedding date. 

She said that while double rooms 
were not hard to secure, it was 
difficult to place a married couple 
with a baby. 

"Sometimes wc can get them a 
room in the outlying districts — 
Verdun and noscmount— but not in 
the centre of the town," she said. 

The registry was having the same 
difficulty with a blind student who 
wanted accommodation not only 
for himself but also for his seeing 
eye dog. 

At the beginning of September 
when 15 volunteers from the Alum- 
nae Society and 15 from the As- 
sociates began working on the 
registry's rooms files, single rooms 
ranged from five to seven dollars 
a week but now the average price 
ran from seven to $10 a week. 
Double rooms cost from $12 to $20. j 

Doubling Up Usual 

The students generally did not j 
mind doubling up but more than; 7 
two to a room was not always 
helpful for studying, said Mrs. 
Hare. 

She told how a representative of 
the rooms registry went to inspect 
the rooms offered in Westmount, 
Notre Dame dc Grace and Rose- 
mount, and reported on their pos- 
sibilities as lo studying facilities— 
a number of young children in the 
house was not considered conduc- 
tive to concentration on the part of 
the student— cleanliness and light, 
particularly desk or table lamp. 

A few homeowners, she noted, 
were willing to take a student in 
for a nominal sum if he would help 
around the house— mind the chil- 
dren, shovel snow ot stoke the fur- 
nace. 

Men were easier to place than 
women because most landladies 
felt a girl was apt to be cluttering 
up the place with washing; that she

(By Canadian University Press) 
For the first time In many years, 
students at Queen's University have 
the use of a Union large enough to 
house all their activities. 

Co-eds found the Coffee bar open 
to them — for the first time — and 
after a cup of five-cent coffee, re- 
laxed in the adjoining lounge while 
their escorts frowned at the copies 
of "Vogue" lying on the table. The 
idea of women in the Union is a 
new one at Queen's and it is re- 
ported that more than one co-cd 
seemed a little over-awed by the 
whole thing. 



Dr. Richard Pennington has been 
appointed to succeed Dr. G. R. 
Lomcr as director of the McGill 
Library School, it has been an- 
nounced on behalf of the board of 
governors. Appointed librarian last 
year, Dr. Pennington had come to 
McGill in 1946 from the University 
of Queensland, Brisbane, Australia. 

Dr. Lomcr has been associated 
with McGill since 1903, when he 
was tutoring in English, He became 
librariain in 1919, and was made a 
professor of library administration 
in 1927. He had occupied the post 
of director of the Library School 
since 1943 until last year, which he 
spent on a post-retirement appoint- 
ment. Miss Beatrice Simon has been 
appointed assistant librarian. 

Other important appointments 
announced yesterday included that 
of Dr. F. C. Watkins as assistant 
warden of Douglas Hall, succeeding 
John Dando, who has gone to Co- 
lumbia University on a postgrad- 
uate fellowship to take courses 
leading to Ph.D. in English. 

Dr. Watkins, who has taken up 
residence at Douglas Hall, came to 
McGill two years ago as Bronfman 
Professor of political science in the 
School of Commerce. He has also 
taught at Harvard and Cornell Uni- 
versities. Prof. R. D. Maclcnnan is 
continuing as warden of Douglas 
Hall. 

Another assistant warden was ap- 
pointed in the person of Rex. A. 
Lucas, who has taken that post at 
Wilson Hall also under the direc- 
tion of Douglas Hall Warden Prof.

Three of the most important pro- 
motions announced during the sum- 
mer were Ihosc of Arts and Science 
professors J. R. Mallory, Dr. W. S. 
Reid and Dr. Arthur Lismer. 

Prof. J. R. Mallory, of the De- 
partment of Economics and Politi- 
cal science, was made associate 
professor from assistant professor, 
and two lecturers became assistant 
professors. They are Dr. W. Stan- 
ford Reid, lecturer in history, and 
Dr. Arthur Lismer, who was ses- 
sional lecturer and becomes assist- 
and professor of Fine Arts. 

The new associate professor of 
economics and political science. 
Prof. Mallory, joined the staff of 
McGill as assistant professor in 
1946. A native of St. Andrews, N.B., 
he holds the degrees of B.A. from 
the University ot New Brunswick, 
LL.B. from Edinburgh University 
and M.A. from Dalhousic. He. serv- 
ed as a civilian cypher officer with 
the R.C.A.F. during the war (East- 
ern Air Command), and has taught 
at the Universities of Manitoba. 
Toronto, Saskatchewan, as well as 
at Brandon College. 

Dr. Arthur Lismer, ARCA, educa- 
tional supervisor of the Art Asso- 
ciation of Montreal since 1940, who 
becomes assistant professor of Fine 
Arts, is a distinguished Canadian 
artist and member of the "Group 
of Seven."

(1939-40), and is also a member of 
the Ontario Society of Artists, Fed- 
eration- of Canadian Artists and 
Canadian Water Color Society.

A new plan to help solve the scri 
ous financial problem which McGill 
University faces today was an- 
nounced this summer by the McGill 
Graduates' Society.

Having heard no word from the 
missing co-ed since she disappear 
cd, police officials and her parents 
believe her to be dead. 

No trace has been found of the 
briefcase in which she carried her 
textbook. She had a cheque for 
$90 with which to pay fees and. buy 
needed books. The cheque had been 
cashed but the fees have. not been 
paid. 

Detectives do not believe the girl 
is held prisoner or was abducted 
for ransom. It is felt that if kid- 
napping were the motive, the ab- 
ductors would have contacted her 
family by now.

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CHALLENGE TO STUDENTS 



À few months ago in a now widely quoted 
address, the Tresident of Massnchusettes Insti- 
tute of Technology declared that in spite of our 
wealth, highly endowed schools, expensive equip- 
ment, stream-lined laboratories, and marvelous 
applications of modern technology, we in Am- 
erica arc pitifully lacking in first-class scientif- 
ic thinkers and that without the theoretical 
thinking of European scientists in their poor 
laboratories and tumble-down universities we 
would be in a bad way. According to President 
Compton, we in America arc long on putting in- 
to practice the theoretical discoveries of others 
but short on making those discoveries for our- 
selves. Even the major steps in nuclear physics 
upon which our knowledge of atomic energy 
rests are for the most part the work of European 
echolars, it was pointed out. And why have we 
failed to develop our share of first-class think- 
ers? Because, it was asserted, wc have no tradi- 
tion in our graduate schools which really respects 
and inspires imaginative and creative thinking 
about basic materials. 

hThc challenge was recently supported in 
an address delivered by William G. Carlc- 
ton,Professor of Political Science at the uni- 
vèrsity of Florida, at a dinner in honor of 
"A" students of that University. Dr. Carle- 
ton substantiated this view by surveying the 
attitudes and fields of study of "A" students 
in American universities. His remarks are 
outlined here because they reflect an appar- 
ently popular view of the work wc as stu- 
dent, arc considered to be doing. /•'. C. 
"Those of us who live year after year inside 
universities can hardly doubt President (Jump* 
ton's observations. Our. gifted students do nut 
live in atmospheres of rigorous thinking about 
fundamentals. This is not only true on the grad- 
uate level; it is true on all levels of American 
educational life. This may be more deplorable 
at. the graduate level, but how can a graduate 
student be expected to begin suddenly the pro- 
cess of crcntivc thinking about basic materials 
when nothing in his experience prior to graduate 
school has encouraged him to do so? 

"What manner of men and women are our 
"A" students in American colleges and univer- 
sities? Let us make a brief survey of them. 

"First there arc the "A" students who intend 
to be farmers, pharmacists, engineers, archi- 
tects, lawyers dentists, physicians, salesmen, ac- 
countants, teachers, working chemists, and so 
forth— those primarily interested in a trade or 
profession. These students arc busy mastering 
techniques. And how does one master a tcch- 
niqueé By memorizing farts and learning how 
to use tools. Critical and creative thinking is not 
required. 

"Closely related to this first group are the 
"A" students who highly specialize in one aca- 
demic subject — say, mathematics or physics or 
psychology or sociology. These students dev- 
elop a high proficiency in a narrow field. They 
often close their minds to other subjects, even 
to related subjects. They tend to become mere 
technicians in their fields of concentration, mere 
plodders, mere users of tools in restricted areas. 
. Rarely do they question established subject mat- 
ter and their workday tools — usually they nro 
no more imaginative or critical about their spe- 
cioliied subject matter than ordinary mechanics 
are about the gadgets with which they work. 
However, a very small number of these event- 
ually do become productive in their fields, and a 
still rarer number become not only productive 
but first-class imaginative thinkers, seeing in 
new and novel ways the connect ions of their 
fields with other fields. For these latter students, 
specialization opens the whole gamut of scien- 
tific, biologic, social, literary, and human ideas. 
These are the specialists plus, those prized in- 
dividuals who help compose the creative minor- 
ty in any society. Considering our educational 
facilities and the large number of students in 
American colleges and universities, we do not 
produce enough students like these. They exist, 
but they do not exist in anything like the pro- 
portion they should. 

"Then there are the "A" students who frank- 
ly are seeking a liberal education, those students 
who spread themselves widely over social, hum- 
anistic, literary, philosophic, and theoretical sub- 



jects. This is the group— small, to be sure— from 
which we would expect to recniit our theoretic- 
al thinkers. But, alas, most of these students do 
not operate very differently from students with 
a vocational or professional bias. They mem 
orize names, dates, facts, procedures. On an ex 
animation they throw back canned (and cram 
med) information, rcRdy-made parcels of facts 
which have never been intellectually digested 
They will race through a course in the master- 
pieces of literature or philosophy or political 
theory, clipping off an author or a philosopher 
a lesson, reading secondary materials about him 
or brief excerpts from him. At the end of such a 
course they will have a hodge-podge of general 
impressions and miscellaneous materials. They 
may often develop a scholastic respect for es- 
tablished names, conventional ideas, and ortho- 
dox procedures without critically examining 
them. They do not read enough in the classic 
works themselves, do not question these works, 
do not critically analyze and evaluate them, do 
not relate them to historical, social, contemp 
orary, and personal experience. There is no in 
tellectual srething. no ferment of mind, no anx 
ious wrestling with internal contradictions and 
conflicting views. They may develop a faculty for 
reading an astonishing number of words per min- 
ute, but they do not stop at the end of a page — 
perhaps for as much as a half hour— to ponder 
what they have read: to take exceptions; to in- 
dulge in the pleasant or unpleasant memories 
the material evokes: to determine whether the 
content is new or old, true or false, wholly true 
or partly true, true in a relative sense or true in 
an absolute sense, significant or trivial, genuine 
or affected, sensible or silly. 

"Again, there are our "A" students in the fine 
arts— in music, in pninting, in poetry, and in 
the more ratified areas of belles lettres. These 
are our esthetes who go directly to -the masters 
and who know Mozart and Bach and Chopin 
ami El Greco and Cezanne and Blake and Beau 
dclairc— not by hearsay but by their actual 
works. These are the students who do much to 
civilize us. But. alas, their judgments are often 
subjective and capricious and they all too often 
become mere dillcttantcs. Moreover, they are 
usually consumers and not producers; they are 
not willing to subject themselves to the rigorous 
self-discipline involved in actual production For 
tunatcly, those with real talent and even genius 
soon discover that, college is no place for them 
that they must travel alone the grim path to 
self-fulfillment 

"Finally, there arc our "A" students who 
come with strong sectarian biases that prevent 
them from examining honestly the full, broar 
scope of man's culture They automatically re- 
ject all points of view contrary to their own Edu- 
cation becomes a process of finding arguments 
for going on believing what one already believes 
Formerly, theology was the chief offender in 
closing men's minds to contrary ideas. Today, 
it is doctrinaire political and economic isms — 
doctrinaire laissez-faire, doctrinaire fascism, 
doctrinaire Marxism. Among our gifted students 
orthodox Marxism is probably the greatest single 
offender. Orthodox Marxism reduces all life to a 
very narrow and prc-conceived pattern and rules 
out much that is rich and suggestive. And our 
American students arc not likely to be even com- 
petent Marxists, for a competent Marxist of the 
European variety has the dialetical skill of a 
medieval scholastic. Our American Marxists 
close their minds without sharpening them. Their 
examination papers, filled with slogans and 
cliches, frequently arc stale imitations of The 
Daily Worker. 

"In the ancient world, Rome produced the 
roads and the aqueducts while Hellas produced 
the ideas. Today, American produce machine 
technology but Western Europe still produces 
the ideas. Heaven help Western civilization if 
Western Europe goes totalitarian; and Heaven 
help America if we are ever intellectually cut 
off from Western Europe. 
. "America leads the world in business and in 
technology. We arc even beginning to become of 
age in our economic and political thinking. It is 
higli time wc became mnture in our educational 
institutions and ceased being ashamed of using 
our intellects creatively in pure science, in philo- 
sophy, and in the arts."

decision, you are practising the 
philosophy of Gandhi, so writes Dr. 
Amiya Chakravarty, formerly of 
the staff of the University of Cal- 
cutta and a personal friend of the 
late Hindu leader. 

One of the main themes of the 
Ganhhian philosophy is the em- 
phasis on human adjustment and 
the attempt to get agreement on 
working principles without re- 
course to violent action. Imperat- 
ive to the success of this human 
adjustment is the Kantian prin- 
ciple of a single standard in moral- 
ity, a "categorical imperative". "Wc 
are inclined to accept and practise 
the dual standard. A moral law 
must be universal, or it Is not a 
law." Even in the pacifistic Gand- 
hian philosophy, there is no room 
for acceptance of evil without 
offering some opposition. 

In his analysis of such a dual 
standard in relation to the moral 
law, Dr. Chakravarly points out 
the discrepancy in man's attitude 
to various problems. He cites Gen- 
eral Smuts as "a good man, except 
when he is intolerant and practises 
the dual standard and racial dis- 
crimination". 

Gandhi stresses equality of all 
men before the bar of society or if 
one prefers before the throne of 
God. And only from this equality 
can man derive the calmness im- 
perative to the solution of social 
maladjustments. Or as Hobhouse 
put in the secular sense, without 
equality liberty can never really 
be anything but a chimera. 

Gandhi's doctrine of passivity 
compels attention. What he really 
means, I think, is that an end can 
never really be dissociated from 
the means employed to achieve it, 
and violent means must inevitably 
produce equally violent ends, in- 
tentions of the doer to the contrary. 
But there arc occasions on which 
the alternative appears to be at 
least as evil. Gandhi -would reply, 
presumably, that the ' soul (or if
